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Greenbelt Temperature Hits 1958 
Low of Zero Degrees Fahrenheit

A minimum temperature of zero degrees (Fahrenheit) was re- 
corded Tuesday morning, February 11, 1958, at the U. S. Weather 
Bureau observing station on Ridge Road between Northway and 


Plateau Place. 


This was Greenbelt’s coldest weather of the cur- 


rent winter and the third coldest since regular observations .were 
started on January 1, 1949. However, it was not nearly as cold as 
the low temperature of - 11° F. observed last winter, on January 


18, 1957. 


Comparison of minimum tem- 
peratures reveals that Greenbelt 
was 16 degrees colder than Wash- 
ington last Tuesday. Such a large 
temperature difference between 
city and suburbs is quite common 
in winter. It is caused by night- 
time radiation under calm, clear 
conditions. This produces rapid 
cooling in the suburbs, but it has 
little effect in the city, which is 
generally protected by a layer of 
haze and smoke. On windy days, 
however, there is usually little 
temperature difference between 
city and country ‘because the aur 
is thoroughly mixed, so that local 
cold pockets are prevented from 
stagnating. 


This is well illustrated by the ac- 
companying table, which gives the 
difference in minimum tempera- 
ture recorded at Greenbelt and at 
the Washington National Airport 
during each day since Feb. 8 as a 
function of the wind speed (at 
Washington) at the time of lowest 
temperature..(around 6:30 a.m.). 
Minimum temperatures at the two 
cities. were almost equal during 
the first two days of the current 
cold spell, when wind speeds were 
quite strong; but large temperature 
differences occured during the last 
three days, when winds were con- 
siderably: weaker. Of course the 
relation is not perfect.since many 
other factors, in aditién to wind 
speed, influence temperature.

Car Owners,Note 


In a few weeks Maryland 
motorists will start receiving auto- 
mobile license renewal forms 
through the mail. Along with the 
familiar tag application forms two 
other items will be attached: One, 
a pamphlet deseribing Maryland’s 
new Unsatisfied Claim and Judg- 
ment Fund Law; the other, a form 
that must be filled out by the car 
owner indicating whether or not he 
has liability insurance. As a re- 
sult of the new law, the unisured 
motorist’ must® pay $8 and the in- 
sured motorist must pay $1 in addi- 
tion to his license application fee. 


Although the money to set up 
the Fund is collected for tags 
purchased in 1959, the D. C. Divi- 
sion, AAA points out that no 
claims will be accepted under the 
new law until June 1, 1959. Any in- 
sured motorist who has an accident 
caused by an uninsured motorist 
before that date will not be reim- 
bursed by the Fund. After that 
date, the innocent insured victim 
wil be reimbursed by the Fund only 
when a claim is submitted and ac- 
cepted by the Fund. 


AAA also points oyt that an un- 
insured motorist should not con- 
clude that the $8 fee takes the 
place of insurance; he is merely 
paying a penalty for not carrying 
liability insurance. In case the un- 
insured driver has an accident 
causing death,’ injury, or property 
damage, his driving license is re- 
voked and will not be renewed un- 
til reimbursing the Fund for the 
total amount of the claim with 
interest at 4%. AAA strongly re- 
commends that uninsured motorists 
obtain liability insurance. 


If an insured Maryland motorist 
is the innocent victim in an ac- 
cident with an out-of-state motorist 
who does not have liability insu- 
rance, the Maryland motorist ‘is 
eligible to receive’ compensation 
from the Fund if the accident oc- 
curs in Maryland. 

Since the insured motorist could 
become involved in an accident 
with an uninsured motorist from 
Maryland between now and June 
1, 1959, the AAA says that in- 
sured motorists should acquire an 
uninsured motorist endorsement 
to their present policy. This rider 
to a driver’s present policy will 
provide protection for bodily injury 
or death if he has an accident 
caused by an uninsured motorist 


from Maryland or any other state, 


who is unable to pay the damages. 
If the insured is not at fault his 
claim will be paid for by his own 
insurance company and in Mary- 
land costs no more than $4 extra. 

AAA continues to support the 
Uninsured Motorist Endorsement 
rather than an Unsatisfied Judg- 
ment Fund or Compulsory, Insu- 
rance as the best means of protect- 
ing. insured motorists from un- 
insured drivers. 

When filling out the form at 
registration time, make certain: ‘to 
state the facts accurately. Firm 
penalties are provided for falsifi- 
cation of facts and for operating 
an uninsured motor vehicle with- 
out having paid the fee that is to 
be put in the Unsatisfied Claim 
and Judgment Fund. The AAA 
also cautions motorists to make 
certain they sign the statement 
since new tags will not be issued 
when the renewal application is 
accompanied with an _ unsigned 
insurance statement.
